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GOOD FOR ROBERTSON 


Governor Robertson is to be commended for his prompt 
action in taking hold of the Tulsa situation. No matter 
now distasteful the prohibition law might be to the 
comity attorney, he had sworn to enforce all laws and 
he had no option to select the ones he would enforce and 
the ones for discard. As pointed out by the governor this 
is a species of anarchy and if permitted to stand would 
soon put the state in a condition of chaos which would 
wreck it. With 77 county attorneys and each to pick 
out the laws he would enforce one would never know 
when he was tracking the path laid out by the officers 
and when he was likely to get off. 
To say that the action of County Attorney Seavers 
is disgraceful is putting it mildly. He may be right in 
saying that he does not have the backing from the better 
element that he should have, officers seldom do, for that 
matter, but that does not justify his contemptuously 
throwing over the entire law and dismissing booze cases 
by the dozen. Reminds one of the last days of the Will­ 
iams administration when the governor threw open the 
gates of the penitentiary to a job lot of criminals and 
turned them loose to go back to their old habits

The execution of the Greek cabinet ministers and 
generals by the new government will alienate what few 
friends Greece had left among the nations of the world. 
Even if through their bad management the war with 
Turkey was lost this is not sufficient in the eyes of the 
civilized world to justify the wholesale execution of the 
men at the head of affairs at that time. Greece affords 
the most striking example on record of making monu­ 
mental blunders. She did not . go to the relief of Serbia 
when attacked by Bulgaria, as by treaty she was under 
obligations to do, but even then through the influence 
of Venizelos, always strongly pro-ally, she secured valu­ 
able concessions in the way of territory when peace was 
declared, but at once recalled King Constantine and 
banished Venivelos, the only man strong enough to cope 
with the situation. Constantine made a general mess of 
things and lost what Venizelos had gained, including 
the confidence of the Allies. Now to still further alien­ 
ate the nations whose aid she needs very badly just now, 
she executes her former officials who held their offices 
through appointment of this king whom the Greeks 
themselves had called back from exile. Greece has a 
rough road ahead of her now and what the result will 
be no man can venture a prediction.

A Menace to America 
(Oklahoman) 
Referring to statistics in regard 
to the operation of the draft law in 
this country, General Pershing says 
that ‘one-fourth of the persons ex­ 
amined were unable to read and 
write our common language and 
that more than IO percent could 
even successfully speak Eng­ 
lish. ’ This means, he said, “that 
some 10,000,000 of the American 
people do not know Gur tongue." 
This condition is a real menace 
to the perpetuity of the United 
States as a nation. 
Persons who d0 not speak the 
Anglish language cannot have the 
desired 
understanding 
of 
Ameri­ 
can habits and customs. Being un­ 
able to converse with real Ameri­ 
cans, they cannot absorb the spirit 
of the 
American 
commonwealth, 
even though they may be able to 
comprehend, to a certain extent, our 
system of 
government and 
our 
ideals. 
There are a number of foreign 
settlements in the United States, 
where foreign tongues are spoken 
almost exclusively, if n0t entirely.! 
These people read foreign language 
newspapers, only. Insofar as Ameri­ 
can is concerned they might just 
as well be living in their father­ 
lands. 
The American republic has been 
far-famed as ‘‘the melting pot.’’ But 
you cannot melt a foreigner into an 
American when 
he continues 
to 
fr-peak his foreign language and to 
live in a foreign settlement. 
There should be laws compelling 


language and to live in an Ameri­ 
can, instead of a foreign commun­ 
ity. 
Much of the labor trouble in the 
United States has been caused by 
foreigners 
who 
had 
not 
learned 
the English language and who were 
unable to grasp the meaning of 
things which were happening around 
them. 
If this foreign language problem 
is not handled properly, it is con­ 
ceivable that 
the day will 
come 
when this country will be split into 
foreign communities of such size 
that the United States will cease to 
exist as a nation and will become 
a duplicate of Europe.

Dis­ 
cipline, usually becomes easy when 
a child realizes the parents and 
teachers understand each other and 
are working together. The Farent- 
Teachers Associations can help the 
child that is not properly nourished 
also help the parents to help their 
child which in turn helps to make 
them good parents. Improving the 
health of children is the founda­ 
tion stone through out the groups. 
A call is made to the parents of 
the community to a sense of duty 
and responsibility to the blameless 
—dependent children—the work of 
the organization is absolutely non­ 
partisan, non sectarian and non-po­ 
litical, but is for all people. If par­ 
ents are in sympathy with school 
authorities, reforms are more easily 
effected—as for example simplified 
dress, chaperoned social events and 
reforms of other extravagant pupil 
practices. Such meetings enable the 
parents to become acquainted with 
the teachers, also it makes the moth­ 
ers acquainted with one another in 
a new way. Community betterment 
is more sure of achievement from 
this union of home and school and 
of co-operation with superintendents 
of schools.

But Ritterrath is a real inventor 
of war materials. He has perfect­ 
ed five inventions which will prove 
exceptionally useful in war. These 
are: 
The cannon 
ball 
mentioned 
above; a big gun without recoil; a 
fourteen or sixteen inch shell which 
travels intact to a certain point and 
then 
separates 
into 
twenty 
or 
thirty smatters 
ones traveling 
at 
right angles to the original; a new 
projectile 
traveling forty 
percent 
farther than any existing type, and 
an automatic rangefinder. 
His inventions prove that air­ 
planes will not 'be the only import­ 
ant means of defense in the next 
war. 


Pruning Fruit Trees. 
By D. C. Mooring, 
Extension Horticulturist, A. and M. 
College. 
The pruning of fruit 
trees 
and 
small fruits which grow in this state! 
may be done at any time during the 
dormant season. The fruiting char­ 
acteristic of any plant should be 
borne in mind in pruning the same. 
By fruit habit is meant the age 
of the wood upon which the fruit 
is borne. Low headed trees are bet­ 
ter 
adapted 
to 
Oklahoma 
condi­ 
tions than high headed trees, in 
other words, trees with low branches 
are preferable in this state on ac­ 
count of being less apt to sun scald 
stand the wind better and are more 
easily and cheaply cared for. When 
one year trees or whips are set out 
of stone fruits such 
as 
peaches, 
cherries, etc., they should be cut 
back to a height of from 18 to 24 
inches. Where such trees are branch 
ed cut the top back to the height 
just 
mentioned. 
Also 
cut 
the 
branches back until about oneithird 
of the original length is left, but 
in case of very small branches cut 
them ‘back until about two or three 
buds are left. Subsequent pruning 
for the next two years should con­ 
sist of cutting the branches back 
about one-third, leaving about four 
original scaffold limbs. 
In case of apples and pears the 
rruit is borne as a rule on two-^ear 
old wood or older. Remove all brok­ 
en or cross limbs and thin the re­ 
mainder so that the light and sun 
may penetrate the interior of the 
trees. Otherwise the fruit spurs of 
the interior will sooner or later be­ 
come shaded out. Do not cut back 
the ends of limbs of apples as this 
will produce excessive branching at 
the end which will exclude the light 
In removing an apple limb cut it 
back to where it branches from an­ 
other branch or trunk. Where large 
limbs are removed let the wound dry 
for a few days and then paint it 
over with whatever available paint 
there is on the place. 
Peaches are borne on one-year old 
wood only. Remarks concerning the 
removing of crossed or dead limbs 
apply to the peach. Where the peach
